A Sang of roughs whom he and Patrolman 
Charles Gierman had chased into a shed in 
the rear of. 1733 Girard street. 

The gang was one of several that have in- 
fested the neighborhood and participated in 
numerous assaulta. It was one of these bands 
that murdered Fred Guelsow, the truck gar- 
dener, a year ago, four of them dying on the 
gallows later. 

Shortly after the death of Jones Capt. 
Stephen K. Healy of West Chicago avenue 
and Lieut. Thomas Duffy of Rawson street, 
taking personal charge, threw twenty-five 
available detectives into the district with 
orders to arrest all likely gunmen on sus- 
picion. In an hour a score of prisoners was 
brought in and most of them held for exam!i- 
nation. . 


Must Stop, Saye Healy. 

We've been sacrificing policemen to pro- 
tect this district long enough,” said Capt. 
Healy hotly, as he instructed his detectives. 
Remember your companions who were 
carved up last summer, and now think of 
Jones. Get any man that looks suspicious, 
This is going to stop.“ 

“The district about Bloomingdale road, 
Girard, Blackhawk, and Noble streets, and 
Elston avenue has long been @& terror, The 
police have been busy protecting mem and 
women from assault and frequently protect- 
ing themselves. They have been ordered to 
break up the gangs. 

Late in the afternoon Jones and Glerman, 
m plain clothes; walked toward a crowd of 
fifteen or twenty young men loafing at 
Bloomingdale rodd and Girard street. As 
they approached the gang broke and fied. 
One band of five darted down the alley at 
1733 Girard street and into a shed, slammed 
the door, and barricaded it. 


_ Attacked in Shed. 

The policemen seized a fence rail and bat- 
tered in the door. As they pushed into the 
shed they were set upon by all five and their 
revolvers snatched from them. Instantly a 
one-sided fusillade started and Jones dropped 
with five wounds in his body. Glerman was 
not hit by a bullet, but was beaten up and 
stunned so he was unable to pursue. When 
he got to his feet the gang had gone, but he 
thinks he can identify one of the men who 
did the shooting. 

Glerman got word to the station and Jones, 
dying, was started for St. Elizabeth's hos- 
pital in an ambulance, but died from interna! 
hemorrhage on the way. His body was taken 
to his home, 902 North Ridgeway avenue. 
Mrs. Jones, unwarned and already ill, col- 
lapsed. She has seven children. 

Capt. Healy’s hope wae that among the 
prisoners Would be the assailant whom Gier- 
man recognized. He felt sure there would 


tat least be some from whom further in- 


formation could be acquired. 


Becall Guelzow Murder. 

The scene of Jones’ death is not far from 
the place where Patrolmen Julius Bender and 
Edward Sullivan. also of Rawson street, 
were set upon three months ago by a gang 
of young Poles and badly slashed with knives. 
They were confined in St. Mary's hospital for 
weeks. 

From this district, too, came the six who 
slew Guelzow last year. Two of them are in 
the penitentiary, four executed. That mur- 
der was wanton, With no motive pleaded, and 
Guelzow was defenseless. Patrolman Gier- 
man says that neither be nor Jones drew a 


- revolver, hoping to make the arrests without 


the use of Weapons.

SPRING-RICE SUCCESSOR. 


IBT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—[Special.}— 
James Bryce, Great Britain's ambassador 
to the United States since 1907, has re- 
signed. It was learned tonight that he has 
sent his resignation to the British foreign 
office and has asked to be relieved as soon as 


possible. 

‘Ambassador Bryce has asked to be re- 
lieved because he has become tired of being 
absent from his own country and desires 
to spend the closing years of his life in lit- 
erary work there. 

The ambassador called at the White House 
yesterday and had a long hour's talk with 
President Taft. It is assumed he notified 
the president at that interview informally 


of his intention. 


Spring-Bice His Successor. 
Sir Cecil Arthur Spring-Rice, now minister 
at Stockholm and formerly secretary to the 
British embassy here, will succeed Mr. Bryce, 

Sir Cecil was born in 1850 and was created 
K. C. M. G. in 1906.. He has served at Stock- 
holm as minister since Sept. 1, 1908. 

In 1886 he was acting third secretary at 
Washington and was appointed acting sec- 
ond secretary at Washington to act as secre- 
tary to the British delegates to the interna- 
tional maritime conference, Aug. 27, 1889. 

After serving for a time at Brussels and 
Tokio he wes transferred te Washington in 
1893. He was chargé d'affaires at Teheran 
in 1900, and minister to Persia in 1908. 


Regretted in Washington. 
The decision of Ambassador Bryce to leave 
Washington is regretted in official circles. 
President Taft had expected to negotiate 


thing tangible out of the wreck of the gen- 
eral arbitration treaty with Great Britain 
left after the senate had ratified it. 

The negotiation of the treaty was the most 
important act of Ambassador Bryce’s career 
in Washington and the president and Secre- 
tary Knox had hoped that his personal ef- 
forts would greatly aid in bringing about 
some definite result. 

Ambasador Bryce’s ‘resignation comes 
also before any settlement has been brought 
about of the differences between the United 
States and Great Britain in regard to the 
Panama canal tells. Mr. Bryce's friends 
denied tonight that there was any dissatis- 
faction on the part of the British govern- 
ment with his conduct of the Panama case. 


Most Popular British Diplomat. 

Ambassador Bryce has been the most pop- 
ular of Great Britain's ambassadors to this 
eountry and one of the most highly respected 
foreign representatives ever sent to Wash- 
ington. He had a place in the hearts of 
Americans from the first because of hie 
‘writings on this government and the keer 
appreciation he had shown of American 
charactertstics. 

It has been said of Mr. Bryce that he 
not only told a great many thousands of 
Americans lots of things they never knew 
about themselves, but unfolded to English- 
men for the first time the real American 

character and, more than any other indi- 
vidual now living, had contributed to de- 
velop the good feeling existing derten 
the two countries. 

The appointment of Mr. Bryce to the Wash- 
ington embassy was doubly appreciated by 
this government because his arrival marked 
the fret instance in which Great Britain

Internal Crisis in Turk Capital.

On the one hand, the position of the govern- 
ment is seriously compromised because the 
army repudiates the mediation proposals.

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FIGHT OVER HEAT; ONE DEAD 


Tenant Kills Landlord After 
Quarrel About Steam. 


REFUSED TO MOVE OUT. 


Shooting on Stairway Ends Long Pe- 
riod of Bickering. 


Trouble over heat in a steam heated flat 
building was the cause of a killing yester- 
day afternoon at 3508 West Twelfth place.

Saves Long; Buys Building. 

Jacobs, who was a fruit peddler, formerly 
lived in the Ghetto. By dint of hard work 
and long hours he succeeded in accumulating 
a few thousand dollars with which he re- 
cently purchased a two story flat building. 
With his family he occupied one flat and 
rented the other. 

According to statements of members of the 
dead man's family, Simons was an unwel- 
come tenant, and he had been told to move 
out. It is said he continually found fault at 
the lack of sufficient heat. Jacobs tried to 
please him at first and made the building s 
warm that the land)ord’s family had to raise 
the windows for a breath of air. 


Wants Too Much Heat. 

On days when there was no necessity for 
heat, say the members of the Jacobs family, 
Simone would rap on the pipes, which was a 
signal that steam was wanted. If the land- 
lord protested against firing up, Simons, it is 
said, would storm like a crazy man.“ 

J filnally ordered Simons to vacate 
the t. The latter refused to move. He 
said he was going to stay out of spite. 

This was the condition of affairs when the 
landlord and tenant met yesterday in the 
fiat occupied by Simons. They quarreled 
and Simons shot Jacobs three times.

Goes to Religious Services. 

Johnson arose early after the second 
night's sleep in the lock: ». His former at- 
titude of indifference had left him. To the 
turnkeys and jailefs he was meek and sub- 
missive. He attended two religious services 
in the jail bullpen — Methodist mission 
services in the morning and Roman Catholic 
Sunday school, conducted by sisters from 
the Columbus hospital, in the afternoon. 

At the Sunday school services the lack 
pugilist was greeted by shouts of “ Hello, 
Johnson,“ How do you like it?” Put on 
the gloves with your cellmate,” and similar 
remarks from sixty youthful prisoners, 
forty-nine of whom were negroes, the pugi- 
list being No. 50. The appearance of John- 
son among the boys created such a disturb- 
ance that the sisters were compelled to call 
on the jailers to quiet the noisemakers. 
Johnson sent several notes to friends in- 
quiring as to his chances of being freed on 
ball. Sig Hart, a former prize fight manager 
for Johnson, calied at the jail and brought 
the prisoner a suit case full of clothes, a box 
of cigars, and food. Johnson refused to eat 
the regulation jail fare. 


Fake Bondsmen Up Today. 

Albert C. Jones, who was exposed by Judge 
Landis in an attempt to deceive the court into 
accepting a worthless bond in the Johnson 
case, was cited to appear before the judge 
this morning to show cause why he should 
not be punished for contempt ofcourt.

COMPROMISE BILL | 
TO GOVERN LABOR 


Government of New South 
Wales Accepts Amend- * 
ments from Senate. 


MANY CHANGES ARE MADE 


Minister Declares That with All 
Alterations It Will Be 
a Good Law. 


LY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D. 
SYDNEY.—When a senate, supposediy non- 


partisan, shoots the labor government's pet 
measure full of holes the premier can do 
one of three things. He may say: “ al 
right, we will take it as you have sent it back 
to us. It is now an act. We pass it up to 
the country, and its failure be upon your 
dead.“ 

Or he may ask that the two houses meet 
in joint session and by @ give and take process 
the senate must yfeld until the lower house, 
that is, the government, is willing to accept 
the bill. Or the premier may ask the gov- 
ernor to put more men in the senate, enough 
to vote in accordance with the wishes of the 
government, which is supposed to represent 
the majority in the state. : | 

“What is to be the fate of Mr. Beeby's 
industrial arbitration bill?” I asked the 
premier. About him were two or three mem- 
bers of his cabinet and Senator Flowers, who 
has engineered the industrial arbitration 
bill through the senate, for, as Mr. Flowers 
puts it, he held the bill whils his colleagues 
shot. at it. The senate has deleted a great 
many of Mr. Beeby's favorite clauses and 
provisals, including that important meas- 
ure, preferenee to Unionists. g 

“ But, after all,“ said Mr. Beeby, “itisa 
good bill, better than anything we -have 
ever had before. It is a decided improve- 
ment over Mr. Wade's bill of 1898." 

“We purpose,” said the premier, during 


the “following week to hold a joint session, . 


before which Mr. Beeby will gather in his 
arms all the amendments passed by the 
upper house and say, Here, take them. 
We accept all of these, but you must grant 
us preference to Unionists.’ And the upper 
house will make this compromise—there is 
no doubt about it—and within a few days 
the bill will become law.“ 


. Can eling Union’s Registration. 
Om@ginally the bill provided that the court 
might, on the application of the minister, 
Ge) the registration of an industrial union 
if ere satisfied that the union was in- 
stigating or aiding another union in a lock- 
out or strike. The provision relating to the 
minister was taken out; there is no need for 
the minister to apply. The court itself may 
cancel the registration of a union or an 
award. which means that the court can act 
on the application of any party. 
The limit. of tenure of industrial agreement 
Was raised from three to five years. 


Important changes are made in the con- 


stitution of the boards. We have already 
noted that in the original bil) the minister 
for labor had great power along these lines. 
As amended industrial boards are to be 
eon stituted by the minister “on the recom- 
wen@ation of the court.” i 
Additional schedules in the second group. 
the one caring for garment makers and 


8 labor. may be extended only on 


resolution passed by both houses. of parlia- 
ment and on the reco! 
éustrial court. The court likewise recom- 
mends chairmen for boards as well as other 
members.

mean the repudiation of any contracts prop- 
erly entered into. He could conceive that 
circumstances might arise such as to make 
desirable the exercise of that power, even 
in dealing with contracts already entered 
into. The granting of sugh power would les- 
gen difficulties and enable boards to deal with 
any condition which might occur. There 
might be contracts which would make it ad- 
visable for the board to make certain ar- 
rangements with reference to decisions al- 
ready arrived at. 


Must Deal with Apprentices. 


It was necessary that wages boards be 
given power to deal with apprentices. In 
gome awards the best portions had related 
to the treatment of apprentices,determining 
that they should be skilled in their trade 
and should be required, with that end in. 
view, to attend technical schools. The board 
must control such matters in order to deal 
effectively with every phase of industrial 
work. If either party wanted variation of an 
agreement, the board now could not vary it. 
Change of conditions might make it impossi- 
ble for men to live under existing contracts. 
Is it not better for them to come to a board 
and arrive at some arrangement rather than 
that the agreement be repudiated? 7? 

Men could not be expected to carry out a 
contract under which they could not make a 
living. If the board, acting under the powers 
proposed, did anything which could not be 
justified, there was always the court to go 
to; Mstead of crippling the boarde by re- 
stricting them. It was better to trust them 
to some extent as long as there still existed 
the safeguard of the court. But the oppo- 
nents of the clause said that it virtually 
says to an industria! union: 

Tou can make a contract today respect- 
ing the views of the parties, and you can go 
to the board tomorrow and get it ripped fore 
and att.“ And to expect still to preserve in- 
dustrial peace was to enunciate a proposition 
absurd on the face of it. 


Judge Passes on Awards. 


Awards of boards are forwarded to the 
judge. He cannot now refer them back to 
the board. He forwards them to the reg- 


istrar to be published in the Gazette. Ap- 


plications to the court to vary recommenda- 
tions can now be made only with the con- 
sent of the court. 

Inexperienced workers are no longer al- 
lowed to apply for permits to work for less 
than the minimum wage. Aged or infirm 
workers, unable to earn the minimum wage 
prescribed, can apply for ae permit to work 
for less than the wage prescribed. 

The crown may only appeal from an award 
of a board, not from a determination of the 
court. \ 


Penalty for Restraint of Trade. 
A penalty for contract or combination or 


monopol in ‘restraint of trade has been 


added: Any person who, either as prin- 
cipal or as agent, makes or enters into any 
contract or agreement. or is or continues to 
be a principal in or engaged in any combina- 
tion or conspiracy with intent to restrair 
any necessary commodity tq; the detriment 
of the public, shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding 4500. 

“ Any person who monopolizés. or attempts 
to monopolize, or combines or conspires with 
any person. to monopolize any part of the 
trade of the state with the intent to control, 
to the detriment of the public, the supply or 
price of any necessary commodity. shal! be 
Hable to a penalty not exceeding 300.“ 

Regulations as to the workings of the act, 
scheduleg, etc., are now not made dut ap- 
proved by the governor, and then laid before 
both houses of parliament after being ga- 
wetted. By resolution either house may dis- 
allow any regulation.

Poison Sent by Mail. 

The victims all succumbed to a powerful 
poison, which, it was discovered, was con- 
tained in letters send by post from Switzer- 
land, purporting to inclose a-harmiess spe- 
cific for the cure of a common malady. 

Investigation showed that the letters were 
mailed from Lugano, and an Italian chemist 
known to be the associate of anarchiste was 
arrested at.that city. 

Six other Italiang have been arrested in 
Switzerland, including Luigi Dainesi, for- 
merly editor of the anarchist paper, Agita- 
tion, who was taken into custody at Geneva 
this morning.

Rebuke on Vice Preachments. 


LAUD DR. BOYNTON’S ACT. 


Urge Sermons en Civic Conditions; 
Observe “Temperance Sunday.” 


In the observance ot world’s temperance 
Sunday in Chicago churches yesterday and 
the sermons preached from a number of 
pulpits, Mayor Harrison was made a target. 
Many ministers used the opportunity and 
occasion to offer criticisms of the execu- 
tive’s part in the campaign to rid Chicago 
of commerelalised vice and to take excep- 
tion to the exetutive’s advice to the Rev. 
M. P. Boynton to “ stick to the word of God. 


preaching in the Irving Park Congregattonal 
church, of which the Rev. I. M. Gray is 
pastor, sald: 

“Tt is reported Mayor Harrison has 4 
vised Dr. Boynton to preach the word of 
God.’ In the present campeign for a clean 
city no theological profession could give 
better advice. 

Dr. Boynton could first turn to Isaiah and 
read: “Cry aloud, spare not, lift thy voice 
like a trumpet and declare unto my people 
their transgressions.’ We need more Dr. 
Boyntons in Chicago who are not afraid to 
preach the word of God and directly say, as 
Nathan sald to David, thou art the man.. 


Calls Mayor Retrogressive. 

“No mayor may expect to announce Him- 
self as favoring a policy out of harmony with 
advancing civilisation without being ready to 
receive the censure of the pulpit,” sald the 
Rev. J. 8. Ladd Thomas, pastor of the Austin 
Methodist Episcopal church. “ The favoring 
of all night saloons even in limited numbers 
is a distinctly reactionary attitude. The 
mayor has subjected himself to severe cen- 
sure in criticising Dr. Boynton and should be 
called upon to apecify his reasons for classify- 
ing Dr. Boynton as one who ‘ falsifies.’ " 


Eighth Presbyterian church yesterday, said: 

“Surely Mayor Harrison will wish to re- 
tract the statement he has made evidently in 
hot haste concerning Dr. M. P. Boynton. The 
mayor must have known the position he took 
regarding the all night saloon was entirely 
in opposition to that of many earnest workers 
for a better city and would be attacked by all 
well disposed people, and by all condemned.“ 


Urges Duty of Prophets. 

“ There seems to be some difference of opin- 
ion between Mayor Harrison and certain of 
Chicago’s ministers as to what should be 
greached about in the pulpits,“ said the Rev. 
E. L. Reiner in the Waveland Avenue Con- 
gregational church. As it was the duty of 
the prophets in olden times to condemn evil, 
so it is the duty of the men in the pulpits of 


and evildoers. Dr. Boynton is right to con- 
demn evil tendencies, Mayor Harrison's criti- 


cisms notwithstanding.“ 

The Rev. Smith J. Ford in the Englewood 
Baptist church sald: ‘I believe Dr. Boynton 
ie right in his treatment of the great social 
questions of our city. I believe the opening of 
all night saloons anywhere is bad policy and 
tends to bad morals.“ 

“T think the saloon is the closest ally and 
the most fruitful Source of evil, said the Rev. 
Myron E. Adams in the First Baptist church. 
“ Politiciane who defend the restoration of 
the segregated district are working contrary 
to the enlightened public sentiment and are 
doting so at the peril of political future.” 

Recalls Mayor of Bible. 

„% Mayor Harrison of Chicago is not like 
Mayor Nehemiah of Jerusalem,” said the 
Rev. C. W. Finwall at the North avenue Me- 
gion hall yesterday afternoon at a tem- 
perance rally. Mayor Nehemiah did con- 
structive work in his day and wanted the sup- 
port of the better element in the community. 
Mayor Harrison evidently wants to please 
the underworld.“ 

The Rev. George B. Safford, secretary of the 
Presbyterian church extension board in the 
Lake Forest Presbyterian church, said: 

„Dr. Boynton is to be commended for his 
courage in speaking his views in civic affairs. 
It will be better for society and for the city 
if more ministers follow his example. Cer- 
tainly it is time for vigorous protest on the 
part of all thoughtful citizens when public 
officials ignore and under the guise of police 
regulation nullify the laws of the land. That 
simply means anarchy and this attitude when 
taken by city officials must be condemned 


by all right thinking citizens.”

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‘Chicago Postmaster Accused of 
Distributing ‘Political Funds.“ 


AGAINST U. 8. REGULATIONS. 


Official Said to Have Encouraged Em- 
ployes to Work at Polls. 


Postmaster Daniel A. Campbell will be 
placed on trial today before the federal civil 
service commission to answer charges that 
he encouraged postoffice employés to engage 
actively in politics, in violation of the po- 
litical activity rule of the commission and 
the department. 

The specific accusation is that of distrib- 
uting money, through an agent, to postoffice 
employés at a meeting of the Fourteenth 
Ward Colored Republican club a few days 
before the presidential election. 

The money, it is alleged, was to be used 
by the ward and precinct workers in their 
activities at the polls. Postmaster Camp- 
bell is organization leader in thé Fourteenth 
ward and the Seventh congressional dis- 
trict. At the meeting in question, it is 
charged, he made a speech, in pursuance of 
which the money was distributed. The 
charges also state that Mr. Campbell is 
chairman of the finance committee of the 
regular Fourteenth Ward Republican club. 


Trial Starte This Morning. 

The trial begins at 10 o'clock this morning. 
The trial board will be made up of Secretary 
John T. Doyle of the federal civil service 
commission of Washington, who will preside; 
Peter Newton, secretary of the Seventh dis- 
trict, which includes Chicago, and one post- 
office inspector delegated by Postmaster

ber will be Postoffice Inspector James R. 
Stuart. 

A large number of witnesses, mostly post- 
office employésf have been summoned to 
testify. Protection against retaMatory meas- 
ures by superiors has been guaranteed by 
the commission to all employés called on to 
testify in the case. 

The Civil Service Reform association, 
which brought the charges to the attention 
of the commission at Washington. received 
the following guarantee of protection wad 
employés: 

The commission will exert its full pow- 
ers for the protection of those testifying.” 


Promise Employes Protection. 

This statement was signed by. John C. 
Black, president of the commission, and ad- 
dressed to President Robert Catheryood of 
the reform association. It came in response 
to the association's request for official as- 
surance that employés may testify without 
fear and wilt be protected from retaliatory 
measures by euperiors who may be injured 
by such testtmony.“ The commission also 
referred to the legislation passed by the last 
congress protecting civil service employés 
againet unjust removal. 

The trial board is empowered te summon 
witnesses and to hear testimony under oath. 
After all ot the testimony ie in the commis- 
sion will consider the entire record of evi- 
dence and make a decision in the form of a 
recommendation to the president of the 
United? States. Final decision rests with the 
nation’s executive,

7 ea 
Secretary J. H. Farrell conducted the theet 
e board and more than thirty cases 
Another session will be held 
today with the hope of, getting al) cases 
disposed of before the opening of the meet- 
ing in Milwaukee tomorrow. 


Pitcher Hunt Goes to Tacoma. 
Only one case settled yesterday concerned 
Players of the major leagues and that was 
the case of Pitcher Ben Hunt, last season 
with Tacoma. Tacoma had purchased him 
from Sacramento. Then the Tacoma club 
changed hands and the new owners Sold 
Hunt to the Chicago White Sox for $2,500. 
Ted Sullivan had bought the player on 


up. to the limit and couldn't take him. Im- 
mediately the St. Louis Nationals purchased 
him. Sacramento then claimed the player. 
declaring there still was $300 due from.the 
Tacoma club. 

The Tacoma club sent the $300 at once 
and it was refused. The board yesterday 
decided in favor of Tacoma and ordered the 
Sacramento. club to accept the $300.

in the Balkans. 


BY RICHARD HENRY LITTLE. 
OOCHI-COOCHI, In the Balkans. 

I have arrived here at last, and the 
war will now be conducted properly. 
There's been some trouble, 1 understand, 
already between the Balkan states and 

Turkey, but, of course, there could be no real 
war without a real war correspondent. I have 
not had time to look around much since com- 
ing, and this first story can contain nothing | 
more important than the announcement of the 
fact that I am here and that carnage will soon 
be unconfined. Still, this is important enough, 

There was a small battle here this after- 
noon and ten thousand Turks were killed. I 
realize that ten thousand is a distressingly 
small number of men for me. to kill, and that 
it is hardly worthy of me, as in my dispatches 
I usually murder not less than twenty-five 
thousand. 

However, the reader, must remember I am not 
yet in good form. I have been out of training 
for some years, because owing to the dearth of 
wars I have been in the distressing position of 
a War correspondent out of a job. 

— 


I would have arrived here last week, but my 
touring car was held up by the stupid custom 
Louse officers and was not unloaded until day 
before yesterday. It was most distressing, but 
we war correspondents must expect hardships: 
it’s all in the day’s work. 

I do not think a war correspondent should 
complain of the difficulties, the dangers, and 
the inconveniences that confront them on every 
hand, but still a recital of some of my personal 
experiences serves to give the reader the 
“couleur” locale, as we say in French, or what 
you American readers would call “ atmosphere,” 
which is so important in visualizing the great 
world events which are transpiring here. 

It is for this reason and none other that I 
will not speak of some of the catastrophes 
which have befallen me since I arrived here in 
the capacity of a war correspondent. In the 
first place, the Balkan lady who runs the board- 
ing house where I am stopping is a most un- 
reasonable person. The breakfast hour in her 
house is. 8 o'clock and the dining room doors 
are locked at 9. 

Now I have always consistently refused td 
be aroused in the middle of the night to eat 
breakfast, and I shall not départ from my rule; 
I don't care if the Turks are never driven out 
of Europe. I absolutely declined this morning 
to come down to breakfast until 11 o’clock, but 
the landlady very stubbornly refused to give 
me any at that hour. It is most cruel and in- 
human on her part, and I shall ask the next 
conference at The Hague to take up the matter. 

— 

I. am much distressed as I write to find my 
difficulties are increasing hourly. My valet’ has 
just told me no news has been received of the six 
cases of champagne and the five thousand ciga- 
rets which were included in my impedimenta. 
It will be impossible for me to cover this war 
in a proper manner without champagne and 
cigarets. A fresh supply must be sent me at 
once, 

My room in the boarding house commands a 
lovely view down a beautiful valley. I selected 
the room because of the view, as 1 intend to 
arrange with the Greek troops to fight the de- 
cisive battle of the war in this valley, so that 
by raising the curtain of my window I can lie 
in bed and witness the entire proceedings. 

hese Greeks are very irresponsible, however, 
and they may insist on fighting somewhere 
else. If they do I shall send my valet, 
Thompkins, to cover the engagement and re- 
port to me promptly as soon thereafterwards as 
possible. I will go to any length and suffer 
all sorts of discomforts to present to an await- 
ing world the story of this great battle even if 
I have to sit up awaiting mpkins' return 
until 10 or 11 o'clock at nigh If Thompkins 
fs detained on the battlefield I shall wire in- 
structions to have him neatly interred at my 
expense—I have carefully kept back his wages 
for five weeks in anticipation of this sad event 
—and I shall write the story of the battle with- 
out being hampered by distressing details.

“here is a good suggestion for housewives 
in this letter, isn’t there? 

In so many homes the item of meat is often 
much larger than any other, through ignorance 
on the part of housewives. 

Chicago butchers désiring to cooperate in 
arriving at a solution of the cost of living 
problem as it applies to meats are urging that 
housewives make a scientific study of meat D- 
ing. - 

They. say that butchers throughout Chicago 
would be glad to show customers who seek in- 
formation what portions of meat can be. cut 
to economy. 

. The butchers claim that in so far as the living 
eost;problem applies to meats the first great 
Solution of the problem lies in an understanding 
by the housewife of household economy, which 
includes a knowledge of meat cuts—-how to 
select ani buy them; how to cook them; how to 
Utilize left over portions from day to day. 

. Head this extremely interesting letter on this 

phase’ of the question: 

}] “Severat butchers who do extensive selling in 
various sections of Chicago said that the house- 
wife easily can save from 40 to 60 per cent on 
her meat bill if she will try to economize and 
feally wants to, and that the butchers will be 
glad to show these economies to women who 
Want to learn them. 
„One of the largest butchers in the stock 
— district illustrated how an economical 
usewife, with a knowledge of meats and its 

, can serve sixteen from.a purchase of 88 

Gents. This, was a forequartér of ‘lamb 
which weighed Seven pounds and sold at 12% 
cents a pound. It contained six chops which 
would be bought by the careless housewife alone 
for 15 cents apiece, or 90 cents for the chops, 
Without the other meat that goes with the en- 
tire forequarter. 

What is true of the forequarter of lamb is 
true of practictlily all meats, according to a 
well Known butcher., A section of beef can be 
bought by the skilled housewife, cut up for ‘er 
by the butcher, kept on ice and used from lay 
to day with perfect satisfaction and material 
saying. . 

“A. prominent market man said there was no 
exeuse for women who have to keep their ex- 
penditures within a certain amount not 
familiarizing themselves with scientific buying 
ot meats and all food commodities. If they 
would do this, he declared, the cost of living 

a would disappear. 

“The average woman,” he said, walks into 
a butcher shop and buys a half dozen chops or 
@ rib roast, er some single expensive portion of 
meat, If that woman knew how, she could buy 
meat so that she may be able to get perhaps 
the cut she wants and enough besides to make a 
stew, sandwiches, and other dishes that come in 
handy.’ 

„As an example of the saving that can be 
effected by scientific meat buying he cited the 
uses a meats in a forequarter of lamb of seven 
pounds, selling for 12% cents a pound, or 88 
cents; The unskilled buyer will pay 90 cents 
for six chops.

Keeping Three Accounts. 


When first married we started out with the 
intention of living within our income and at 
the same time save a part to place in the bank 
each month. We kept account of all expenses, 
but did not itemize them; hence, we could not 
tell at the end of the month just what we had 
spent our money for, and also found we had 
very little left for the bank account. 

‘We then changed. our plan of keeping the 
accounts. We started three distinct accounts, 
and itemized each. In one of these accounts 
we keep groceries and, in fact, all items that 
go to keep up the kitchen and table. In an- 
other we keep what we call incidentals, such as 
rent, fuel, furniture, clothing, kitchen utensils, 
etc.; in fact, all necessary expenses other than 
the grocery or first account go to this one. In 
the third account we keep what expenses are 
not absolutely necessary, such as theater 
tickets, candy, cigars, etc.; in fact, all expenses 
just for/pleasure and not absolutely necessary 
go to this account. 

“We soon found that this last account was 
far too large and was taking entirely too much 
of our hard earned money. We also found we 
could cut down each of the other accounts 
without stinting ourselves in the least. 

“In addition to these accounts, we keep 4 
cash account and balance this at the end of eacl. 


week. 
“We always pay cash, and since starting this 


have found that at the end of eight months our 
bank account has grown to a nice sum, whereas 
by the first method we practically saved noth- 
ing. W. G. S.“

Family Co-operation Urged. 

“The high cost of living must be fought by 
every member of the family in hearty co- 
operation. 

“The housekeeping costs are the especial 
care of the housewife, and hers is the heaviest 
burden. She must personally supervise all 
buying, purchasing only those things she needs; 
luxuries and economies are incompatible. 

“She may buy in quantity, and at sale price, 
providing. her judgment is good; ff she is not a 
capable buyer, sh®should take a course in buy- 
ing with some one who is. 

“Having purchased her goods, she should 
pay cash. 

“The preparation of foodstuffs must be given 
especial care. Nothing can de wasted or ill 
cooked, and the highest possible nutritive value 
(not filling value) is a most important point. 

“All left-ovefs must be utilized, and breads, 
sauces, pastries, and condiments — be made 
at home. 

“The clothing cost must be kept down to 
necessities. A few good garments, well cared 
for, are far better than an extensive wardrobe 
of fllmsy texture. 

“The house in general calls for all mem- 
bers’ cooperation. Lights should be turned out 
when not in use, furniture must be renovated 
and refurbished as it becomes worn, the house 
itself must be carpentered and painted on the 
first hint of disintegration. 

“In summary, to live cheaply means hard 
work and hard thinking, constant economy in 
the little as well as the big things. Servants 
are out of the question, for no servant will 
have an incentive to save, as do the family 
units. ‘ 

“Dismiss janitor, carpenter, and maid. and 
by a division of labor apportion these tasks to 
the family.

ISS EVA VINCENT and a string of 

pearls threatened to edge Mr. Cyril 

Scott out of his featured position at 

the [Illinois last evening in a rather 

haphazard combination of burlesque, 
satire, farce, and melodrama, called “ Taking 
Things Easy.” 

It was really the pearls that should have 
answered all the curtain calls, and, for the 
matter of that, delivered the curtain address, 
too, since entr’acte oratory is not Mr. Scott's 
most brilliant accomplishment, judging from 
his essay at it last night. These pearls were 
stolen and restolen, recovered and lost again, 
turning up now in the génue’s sewing bag, 
then in the hero’s telephone box, subsequently 
on the sidewalk at Broadway and Forty-eighth, 
still later at Tiffany’s—fiitting from thief to 
thief (not meaning Tiffany's, of course) until 
one almost expected the cello player in the band 
to bob up out of the orchestra pit and pull 
them from the lining of a tall hat. Even Mr. 
Booth saarkington, sitting explicably radiant in 
a box, was under suspicion, for he, in the 
felicitous circumstances, was as much a part 
of the * ee as were some of the regular 
actors of it, 
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The pearls belonged to the jaunty and hand- 
some Miss Olive Oliver, as Mrs. Fanny Fuller, 
a widow of means and with an amorous pro- 
pensity for Julius Gildersleeve, a politician, 
played teethily by Mr. Charles Lane. He need- 
ed money to purchase a seat in the senate, so 
Mrs. Fuller pawned her pearls to get it for 
him, and had a phony string made as a substi- 
tute. Miss Helen Holmes, whose complexion 
and periphery are beyond reproach, was a shy 
Cinderella, the poor relation of an affluent house 
party, and she, disguising herself as a motor 
policeman, held up Mrs. Fuller and took the 
spurious gems from around Mrs. Fuller's white

Just as the moral members of the audience 
would begin to have an affection for one of the 
characters he or she would turn up with 
pearls, having pilfered them from some other 
likable person in the play. The soft voiced but- 
ler—“ Pee-tah,” as Miss Holmes insisted In 
calling him—was a crook. The lilac Miss Holmes 
herself was a crook. Mr. Cyril Scott was a 
crook. Miss Beatrice Morelle, with a respectable 
gray wig and nice, housekeeper manners, was a 
crook. Mr. Lane, the eminent statesman, was 
a crook. However, they were all pleasantly 
George-Randolph-Chestered until their evil 
deeds were blazoned and their crimes’ conse- 
crated. There was scarcely a decent person in 
the play except Miss Jouise Drew, and she 
smoked cigarets (inhaling them) and was 
cynical, doing both things well. Burglary and 
the elimination of the letter R were Miss 
Holmes’ pet vices; she loved thieves and thiev- 
ing. and she porch-climbed in the moonlight 0 
gracefully that every one liked her for it.

Mrs. James K. Hackett and Mr. Hackett, who 
produced the drama, hovered around the out- 
skirts of the audience and observed with com- 
mendable tranquillity the obvious enjoyment of 
those in attendance. The play ended trustfully 
with Mr. Scott and Miss Holmes relinquishing 
their passion for other people’s pearls and re- 
solving to the accompaniment of the usual kiss 
and embrace to lead the better life. Mr. Scott was, 
as always, t good looking, suave, and smooth 
tongued young man of the world, with every 
syllable and every motion an ornament. He has 
few peers in this graceful stuff. But Miss Vin- 
cent, as inferred above, seemed to dominate 
much of the play, appearing in a broad bur- 
lesque of a society struggler with much fertile 
speech and situation to aid her. The authors, 
Mr. W. J. Hurlburt and Miss Frances White- 
house, seemed to care little for the rules of 
play making, and their characters came and 
went vagrantly, without reason for their com- 
ing and going. They talked in soliloquy and 
aside, and did other things forbade in the fin- 
ished drayma, but nobody seemed to care. “ Tak- 
ing Things Easy” will be better, no doubt, ere 
it reaches its destination.

at the Studebaker.

PROGRAM of song that had brevity as 

well as other excellences to recommend it 

to the approval of the public, was offered 

by Mme. Rosa Olitzka yesterday after- 

noon in the Studebaker theater. Since 
the Russian contralto became a permanent 
resident of Chicago some years ago, she Las 
made it a practice to afford her many friends 
and admirers annual opportunity to enjoy and to 
profit by her art. If they were somewhat less 
numerously represented in yesterday's audience 
than has been the cage in former seasons, the 
evidences of approval were none the less cordial, 
and the short program had to be supplemented 
with many encores. 

To be enrolled among the admirers of Mme. 
Olitzka's art is to find oneself in good com- 
pany, for it is an art that testifies consistently 
to a belief in the enduring joy of song that is a 
sincere, direct, and unaffected expression of feel- 
ing. Mme. Olitzka’s voice, be it regretfully re- 
corded, is no longer commanding in power or 
astonishing in range. But it its still beautiful 
in quality, in mezza voce effects most beauti- 
ful, and it is still used with consummate skill. 


— 

Hers is the talent in significant measure to 
make real the mood of the song. As a con- 
spicuous example of thig gift Schubert's 
“Death and the Maiden” may be selected for 
analysis. It is a song that has suffered much 
from interpreters of the so-called realistic 
school. They dwell upon the terror expressed 
by the first verse, rending their voices, tear- 
ing the notes they hold in their hands, and 
generally achievin that exaggeration that 
impresses the unsophisticated. That the sec- 
ond verse, with its message of peace and as- 
surance, inevitably becomes an anti-climax 
does not concern them. 

But Mme. Olitzka knows and makes her 
hearers feel.that the real message of the song 
is found in the solemn beauty of the second 
verse and that it needs no ranting contrast by 
way of preface. This simple faith in the ade- 
quacy of the composer's intention was to be 
observed throughout the program. It made of 
Schumann's Auftrage a delightful leggero 
arabesque. It disclosed the profound melan- 
choly of Tschaikowsky’s Die Nacht” as an 
element inherent in the beautifully sustained 


melody.

There were moments, however, when the 
singer’s vocal limitations were seriously felt, 
as in the aria from “Samson et Dalila” or 
the Brahms song, “Von Ewiger Liebe.” The 
first was not adequately sustained and the 
second made demands upon the middle regis- 
ter which the singer was unable to fulfill. 
The exceedingly mediocre song of Richard 
Strauss entitled Ruhe might be added to 
the list were it not for the conviction that the 
composer is chiefly responsible for its ineffec- 
tiveness. 

In the matter of novelties Mme. Olitzka was 
unfortunate. Arthur Hochmann’s song enti- 
tled “Der Gottsucher” was emphasized by 
being placed alone upon the program. Rather 
it should have been grouped with the mufical 
nothings of Aljlitsen, fFaar, De Flagny, and 
Grieg which were presented toward the close 
of the recital It is likewise impossible to 
commend as fully as one would like the ac- 
companist, Mr. A. Leon Blume, who was guilty 
of some grave transgressions against the 
texts of the Brahms songs, though otherwise 
a model of e enr* taste, 7

Etiquette of War. 


War — that is warfare between civilized nations 
~has its code of etiquette, known as the customs 
of war, some of which are written, others 
tacitly agreed to. 

Obvious examples of fighting etiquette are the 
rules which protect the Red Cross flag of the 
ambulanee, and forbid the use of explosive, or, 
within limits, expanding bullets. 

Nominally, a general may use any means in 
his power to bring his foe to subjection, but 
there is a Well defined boundary line. A leader 
may cut off his enemy’s food and water sunpplies. 
He may subject him to all the horrors of famine 
and thirst, but he must not poison his food or 
water. 

Euppose a place is besieged and that outside 
the walls wells which the besiegers cannot 
effectively hold, and which the besieged wan 
reach under cover of night. The besieger would 
be justified in sending parties to fill up the wells 
with earth and stones, or to destroy them with 
dynamite. On the other hand, to pollute the 
wells with poison, or to throw dead n into 
them would be an infamy.

A “prisoner of war” has his rights He may 
be asked to give his parole—i. e., to promise not 
to escape; but he must not be forced to give 
his parole, and is not to be punished for refusing “ 
to do so. A prisoner on parole who attempts 0 
escape is liable to be shot, either when escaping 
or if retaken alive. 

An unparoled prisoner may also be shot while 
in the act of escaping, but if recaptured it would 
be murder to shoot him, and he should not be 
punished for his attempt, though he may be 
placed in more rigorous confinement. 

A prisoner may be compelled to earn his 
“keep” by working at his trade, if he has 
one, or by doing work for his captors not of a 
purely military nature. Thus, he may be ordered 
to assist in draining the camp in which he is 
a prisoner; but it would not be fair to put him 
to building fortifications. 
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The customs of war justify the employment of 
spies, but under certain rules. If a soldier 
voluntarily turns traitor the other side are an- 
titled to make use of him; but it is not fair to 
tempt a soldier to betray his own side. 

If thus tempted, a man may pretend to turn 
traitor, and deceive the enemy with false in- 
formation. On the other hand, voluntarily to 
go over to the enemy, pretending to be a traitor 
or deserter, would be dishonorable conduct—that 
is if the pretended traitor is an officer or soldier. 

A spy, of course, has no rights, and is at all 
times Hable to be shot or hanged at sight. 

An officer or soldier, however, caught in the 
enemy's camp, must not be treated as a spy, out 
as a prisoner of war, provided he is not dis- 
guised. 

If a commander takes part in a charge, or 
persistently exposes himself to fire he must 
take his chance of being shot, but in big affairs 
it is not the “game” to detail marksmen to 
try to “pick off" your opponent's general, 
though every effort may be made to capture him.

The flow from the three hot springs of Bath, 
the only natural mineral waters in Great 
Britain, yields over half a million galions of 
water a day, and differs only three degrees in 
heat. The city owed its great prosperity of 
the eighteenth century to the springs, and it 
owes much to them today, as is recorded on 
the outer walls of the great pump room, which 
is filled with tmvalids sipping the waters. 

The supply is uninfluenced by wet or dry 
seasons or hot or cold weather, Bingle baths, 
of which there are scores in “The King’s 
Bath,” “The Queen’s Bath,” “The New Royal,” 


etc.,, contain 800 or 900 gallons, and there are 


a great number of these and every other kind 
of a bath, including a swimming pool contains 
ing 40, gallons. The whole story of these 
great baths is wonderful. 

Bath has for many years had famous doc- 
tors to wait upon and prescribe the particular 
treatment for the invalids who have flocked 


when Bath was at ge zenith of its glory was 
William Oliver, M. D., F. R. S. (born 1695), 
who invented, in 1735, the original Bath oliver, 
a biscuit or cracker sold today in the original 
home of its manufacture. Other biscuits have 
this name, but none is genuine unless it has 
stamped upon it the head of the old doctor. 
Dr. Oliver, in his day the leading physician 
of Bath, numbered among his patients every 


person ‘of’ rank and fashion who visited the 


baths, and he was the physician of the Bath 
mineral water hospital. 

The captain and the famous Abernethy bis- 
cuits existed before his invention, but the doc- 
tor turned his attention to “the production 
of another first class biscuit, which should 
be not only a noveity but a luxury and a 
great aid to digestion.

The secret of its digestibility is that every 
particle of flour in it is caramelized or split;
